Deal with the Metropolitan Police in Dublin. 

B E it enacted by the King’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual aDd 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : — 

5 1. In section four of the Dublin Police Act, 1837, "four- 

pence ” shall be substituted for “ eightpence ” : Provided that no 
greater sum shall be levied under the said section as amended by 
this Act than half the sum actually collected under the authority 
of the said section in the local financial year ending the thirty-first 
10 day of March one thousand nine hundred and seven. 

2. Any provision in any Act inconsistent with this Act shall 
be and the same is hereby repealed. 

3. This Act may be cited as the Dublin Police Amendment 
Act, 1906, and shall come into operation on the first day of April 
15 one thousand nine hundred and seven. 

4. The expression " local financial year ” shall have the same 
meaning as in the Local Government (Ireland) Act, 1898. 
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
